MINE DISASTER IN ENGLAND 


Baby's Head Shot Off. 


The accidental discharge of a shot goo 


Tuesday afternoon instantly killed Ed- 
ward, the 3-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs, 
Augustus Jacoby, of 3Ianchester town- 
ship, York county. The gun was placed 
upon a bench by Harvey Jacoby, a broth- 
er of the child. It contained one cart- 
ridge, and while the tot was playing about 
the table the trigger snapped and he re- 
ceived the full discharge in the side of his 
face. The accident was one of those dis- 
tressing affairs that will never be fathom- j 
ed- An older brother was gunning forj 
bawks in a field nearby and being success- 
ful in killing on hawk he brought it to 
the Jacoby home and laid both the gun 
and hawk on a bench on the back porch. 
Little Edward toddled out and began play- 
ing with the dead bird. A few minutes 
later there was a terrible explosion. The 
gun jumped in the air and fell to the 
ground. There was no cry, no sound. 
The father and mother and brother rush- 
ed to the back porch and there lay the 
child in the last throbs of death. 


Twenty-five Killed and Two Hundred 


Entombed by Explosion. 


Durham. Eng.. Oct. 16.—As a result 


of an explosion in the Wingate col- 
liery near here 25 miners were killed 
and 200 are temporarily entombed. It 
Is fortunate that only a small portion 
of the thousand men employed in tha 
mine were down when the explosion 
took place. The cause is supposed to 
have been fire damp. The explosion 
was one of terrific force and in Win- 
gate town many windows were broken. 


Soon after the news of the disaster 


became known crowds of half clad 
people were rushing toward the mine 
and-there were heartrending scenes. 


43tg7ULl* were exchanged with tha 


bottom seam, where a majority of the 
men were entombed, to tbe effect that 
they were safe and with this message 
came a sense of great relief. The first 
dead to appear were mostly old men 
who had been employed as shifters and 
stone men. Eighty men were brought 
out alive. 
Many of these, however, 


were in a critical condition, being un- 
consrious. Later supplies of coffee and 
sandwiches were passed in to those still 
entombed. Later to the joy of their 
relatives four men were brought up 
from the lower seam where tie deaths 
had occurred. These men had been 
reckoned among the dead. Although 
tney were much exhausted they prob- 
ably will recover. 


The shaft Is still blocked with wreck- 


age, but the ventilation is good and it 
Is hoped that all the entombed men 
will be rescued.

MINE DISASTER IN ENGLAND 


Twenty-five Killed and Two Hundred 
Entombed by Explosion. 


Durham. Eng.. Oct. 16.—As a result 
of an explosion in the Wingate col- 
liery near here 25 miners were killed 
and 200 are temporarily entombed. 
It 
is fortunate that only a small portion 
of the thousand men employed in the 
mine were down when the explosion 
took place. The cause is supposed to 
have been fire damp. 
The explosion 
v/as one of terrific force and in Win- 
gate town many windows were broken. 


Soon after the news of the disaster 
became known crowds of half clad 
people were rushing toward the mine 
and -there were heartrending scenes. 


-aiiiTials were exchanged with the 
bottom seam, where a majority of the 
men were entombed, to the effect that 
they were safe and with this message 
came a sense of great relief. The first 
dead to appear were mostly old men 
who had been employed as shifters and 
stone men. Eighty men were brought 
out alive. 
Many of these, however, 
were in a critical condition, being un- 
conscious. Later supplies of coffee and 
sandwiches were passed in to those still 
entombed. 
Later to the joy of their 
relatives four men were brought up 
from the lower seam where the deaths 
had occurred. 
These men had been 
reckoned among the dead.

they were much exhausted they prob- 
ably will recover.

MINE DISASTER IN ENGLAND 


Twenty-five Killed and Two Hundred 
Entombed by Explosion. 


Durham, Eng., Oct 16.—As a result 
of an explosion in the Wingate col­ 
liery near here 25 miners were killed 
and 200 are temporarily entombed. 
It 
is fortunate that only a small portion 
of the thousand men employed in th« 
mine were down when the explosion 
took place. The cause is supposed to 
have been fire damp. 
The explosion 
was one of terrific force and in W in­ 
gate town many window’s were broken. 


Soon after the news of the disaster 
became known crowds of half clad 
people were rushing toward the mine 
and - there were heartrending scenes. 


<8 i*7Utl* were exchanged with th* 
bottom seam, where a majority of th« 
men were entombed, to the effect that 
they were safe and with this messag« 
came a sense of great relief. The first 
dead to appear were mostly old men 
who had been employed as shifters and 
stone men. 
Eighty men were brought 
out alive. 
Many of these, however, 
were in a critical condition, being un­ 
conscious. Later supplies of coffee and 
sandwiches were passed in to those still 
entombed. 
Later to the joy of their 
relatives four men were brought up 
from the lower seam where the deaths 
had occurred. 
These men had been 
reckoned among the dead. 
Although 
they were much exhausted they prob* 
ably will recover. 


The shaft is still blocked with wreck­ 
age, but the ventilation is good and it 
is hoped that all the entombed men 
will be rescued. 


BROKEN BQNES PIERCED EARTH 
Young Chestnutter's Frightful Mishap 
Ended In Death. 


Pottstown, Pa., Oct, 15.—The 
first 
fatal accident of the chestnut hunting 
hereabouts was that of John Mlssi- 
mer, who died. He fell from a chest­ 
nut tree at Ringing Hill several days 
ago, and both bones of his left fore­ 
arm were broken off and were forced 
into the earth. Tetanus resulted, and 
ho suffered terrible agony until death 
relieved him. 


Died of Football Injuries. 


Toronto, Ont., Oct. 13.—W. Glinn 
Ellis, aged 21 years, of Toronto, a 
fourth year modern history man at 
Toronto University, and manager of 
the third Rugby team last year, died 
from injuries received in a practice 
football game on the 'varsity lawn on 
Wednesday afternoon.

At a timber bordered place In the 
road, as Parsons and his family were 
driving along, they were confronted 
by Hamilton, armed with a shotgun. 
Deliberately aiming at Persons, Ham­ 
ilton discharged both barrels of the 
gun, and Parsons fell to the ground. 
Hamilton 
then 
advanced upon him 
and clubbed him over the head with 
the butt of the gun several times. He 
then beat the head of the mother al­ 
most to a pulp, and after killing her 
clubbed the three chldren to death. 
The bodies of all five were then loaded 
into a wagon and taken to Big Plney 
creek, about one mile distant from the 
scene of the murder, and dumped into 
th# creek.

Hard-Mouthed Horses. 


Here is something of real practical 


value to any oae driving a horse that 
pulls on. the bit: Fasten, a small ring 
to each side of the bridle and as near 
the browband as possible. Pass lines 
through bit-rings and snap' them into 
rings at browband. This, with a com- 
mon jointed bit, will enable a child 
to hold a "puller" or hard-mouthed 
horse wit" ease under almas? a»! cir- 
cumstances. It can be used on a fu»t 
horse in double team, or on both, as 
desired. It is cheap and easily ap- 
plied, and it won't make the mouth 
sore. Ic is better than any patent 
oil.—The Ep-tomlst. 


Rations of Live Stock. 


The desire to have some fixed rules 


for feeding live stock has introduced 
many experiments in various ways. If 
the exact amor.a: of feed necessary 
for the suppon of an animal could be 
estimated, the farmer would be ena 
bleu, to avoid nja::y mistakes. Long 
ago the Germans invented a table to 
be used in the feeding of animals in 
proportion to the live weight of each. 
It must be admitted that "system is 
half the battle." and ic is applicable 
to feeding stock. There is much to be 
gained by measuring and weighing 
the feed, and such a system should be 
practised wherever stock is fed. 
It 


is a waste to give it too much an.i 
it is an injury to give it too little. 
Animals have their characteristics in 
feeding as well as individuals, and are 
given to loss of appetite, daintiness, 
and gorging. Some cows, when in full 
flow of milk, require certain rations, 
variable in quality, as the regulation 
of the milk flow is affected thereby. 
Horses, when performing hard work, 
as all know, require more nourishing 
; food than when at rest. 
Judicious 


• farmers, when feeding, by measuring 
• and weighing, adapt aot only the qual- 
ity-, by mixture, but also the quantity. 
: according to the purpose subserved by 
each animal. With all classes of ani- 
mals, the individuality of each member 
' of a herd or Sock must be consid- 
" erea.—The Boitomist. 


poultry may al*> be sold if the pedler 
knows how to dress fowls neatly and 
thoroughly, so as to make a good ap- 
pearance and save further work on 
the part of the cook. 


Whatever is grown should be the 


best of its kind. If obliged to sell 
second quality stuff, sell it as such 
and charge a corresponding price. 
Study your customers and learn their 
likes and dislikes, then build -up a 
trade that cannot be takec away.— 
Boston Cultivator. 


Harvesting Potatoes. 


More or less judgment is required 


in doing any kind of work and the dig- 
ging of potatoes is no exception to the 
rule. 
In the first place, so man> 


should not be dug out at one time 
that they cannot be handled readil;.. 
A. good way is to dig during the fore 
part of each half day, and then gather 
the tubers before quitting. As, soon 
as dry they should always be picked 
up and if the weather is reasonably 
dry the length of time necessary for 
drying depends almost entirely upon 
the nature of the soil. If sandy, an 
hour may be long enough, but if a 
moist clay it may take several hours. 
Potatoes, once dug, should certainly 
not be'left out on the ground over 
night. If they are. the frost has every 
chance to get at them, and only a lit- 
tle freezing is required to spoil a good 
many bushels for market. 
It is poor 


practice, too, to pick up potatoes with- 
out any regard to grading. Two class- 
es, anyway, should be made of them: 
all those of good marketable size 
should be gathered first, and the un- 
dersized ones left till later. It also 
pays to have crates or bushel measures 
in which to pick tnem up. Easy to 
distribute about the field these, after 
being filled, can readily be placed on 
a wagon and drawn off. Furthermore, 
they prevent the tubers from bein=r 
jammed and marred. Thirty or forty 
of them, or even a less number, may 
profitably be owned by every farmer 
who makes a business of raising po- 
tatoes and similar crops.—Fred 
O.

Clover Silage. 


The filling of silos \\iih clover is 


still as unsolved problem. Ui the lat- 
est bulletin of the Michigan Agricul- 
tural Station The summary of this 
question, which 101- some time there, 
lias been in the experimental stage, 
was about this: Make the clover into 
hay, ami feed with corn silage as part 
of the protein ration. Tiie facts as 
they presented themselves to Director 
Smith v.-ere thai making clover silage 
•was slow and expensive work and in- 
volved drawing too much water to the 
silo. Clover is hard to rake up, to 
load, and to get into the silo, and it is 
uncertain in the siloing part; so it 
seems the better way to cure It into 
hay and feed as the dry part of the 
ration, except, in years where there is 
a great amount of rain, and curing is 
about impossible. 


So far as I know, cattle eat good 


clover silage with much relish, but 
the question is this. "Does ii pay to 
draw a crop to the silo that will dry 
0'ic in the Seld 05 pounds of water to 
the 100 pounds?" The director thought 
not. when he needed some dry hay to 
go with his corn silage. 
The real 


trouble with clover seems to be In Its 
high protein content, causing it to take 
on a greater heat in the silo than corn, 
and so it throws off too much mois- 
ture and is liable to bum. Seme ex- 
periments were made where clover 
was closely pressed into huge casks 


i and headed up air tight, so that no 


moisture corJd escape, and excessive 
heating could not take place, owing to 
the exclusion of further supplies of ox- 
ygen, and the keeping was about per- 
fect. This is a point in which the hen 
men might find profit by filling small 
barrels with clover and heading it in, ! 
fcr hen silage in the winter. 


Some have succeeded well with si- 


loing clover by cutting it, as they do 


j corn, and wetting down with fair addi- 


tions of water, making the mass de- 
cidedly wet, and adding weight to the 
cover to promote more absolute set- 
tling and exclusion of air. All agree 
upon this: thac the clover should be 
cut when coming into blossom and be 
got Into the silo without wilting, and 
there be spread uniformly, and the 
mere closely packed the better. 
I 


have not answered Mr. D. to do or not 
to do. It's a matter he must decide 
upon, aad then do some experimental 
work for himself. 
Those who seek 


out new ways and methods are said to 
be favored by the gods.—Tribune Far- 
mer. 


THE FALLS OF IGUAZU. 


A <*uth American Spectacle Rivalling 


the Grandeur of Niagara. 


In the heart of South America,, at 


the meeting place of three republics, 
Brazil, Argentina aad" Paraguay. Na- 
ture has chosen the site for a laaster- 
niece of scenic grandeur to be com- 
pared only to the mighty Niagara in 
majesty, and pronounced by some of 
the few travelers 
who have seen 


it to be even greater than its North 
American counterpart. The Falls of 
Iguazti occur at the junction of Ig- 
uazu river with the Upper Parana, in 
a territory famous as the original lo- 
cality of the Jesuit missions, estab- 
lished in the 10th centurv, the ruins 
cf which may still be seen by those 
who visit the falls. 


About 12 miles abo\e the falls the 


River Iguazu makes a sharp bend, al- 
most at right angles, giving them 
greater extent and more varied char- 
acter than those of Niagara, which to" 
some degree they resemble. As the 
river makes the sharp bend already 
mentioned the main volume of water 
rushes around the inner bank and is 
discharged into a long, narrow gorge, 
at one point making a clear plunge of 
210 feet. Not all the volume of the 
river is received at this place, how- 
ever, the rest of tJie water running 
out past it into the wide elbow formed 
by the bend, and circling along the 
further shore among many rocks and 
islands before reaching the edge of 
5>he cljiis. over which the descent is 
made in two great leaps of a. hundred 
feet each, in a vast semi-circle of 3000 
feet. The total length of Jgiiazu falls, 
if measured at the upper edge of the 
cliff, through their broken contour, in- 
c!tiding intersecting islets, is twice as 
great as that of Niagara, including the 
intersection of Goat island. 


The double fall of Iguazu is the most 


striking feature of the cataract, the 
rocky shelf or platform that *" 
the leap being in some places 
than 50 yards wide and in others ol 
a few feet. 


The scenery surrounding Iguazu 


falls is in peculiar harmony with the 
solemn grandeur of the cataract and 
its varied character. The roar of the 
waterfall is more impressive for the 
solitude of the spot and the eternal 
silence that reigns in the dense for- 
ests that mark its border, into which 
the white man has scarcely 
pene- 


trated. For several miles before the 
falls are reached the river is a mass 
of huge frowning boulders and whirl- 
pools, and the first view of the great 
cataract is often a disappointment, 
from the fact that Ii must be seen 
from many different points *o be ap- 
preciated in all its beauty.—National 
Geographic Magazine.

The best herd averaged 
S5-» po-onds, tas poorest 142. pounds 
butter fat per cow. The butter fat 
produced by tee best cow was worth 
$11?. while that of the poorest was 
worth on]} $19.53, showing an excel 
lent profit for the good cow ami much 
less than-nothing to pay pay her board 
fcr the poor cow. It was found that 
at lecst one-third of the cows were un- 
profitable reckoning the food they con- 
sumed in market price. 


An interesting example was a pro- 


cess of weeding out a herd by the use 
of tlie Babcock test. Five cows were 
taken c*it. and the average profit of 
the herd was increased by S7.62 per 
head. A study of the feeding system 
nsed in that section led to the conclu- 
sion that those who fail to provide 
silage were making a serious mistake, 
2nd that they should also use more 
clover and alfalfa hay, which would 
replace the expensive, 
concentrated 


foods to an extent and reduce the cost 
of milk production.

the 
state. 


Of the 221 cows included, the aver- 
age production per cow 
was 
5,G17 
pounds of milk and 227 pounds of but- 
ter fat, Avlth an average milk test of 
4.03 percent. 
The best herd averaged 
850 pounds, the poorest 142. pounds 
butter fat per cow. 
The butler fat 
produced by the best cow was worth 
1119, while that of the poorest was 
worth only $19.58, shov/ing an excel- 
lent profit for the good cow and mucli 
less thau'nothing to pay pay her board 
for the poor cow. 
It was found that 
at least one-third of the cows were un- 
profitable reckoning the food they con- 
sumed in market price. 


An interesting example was a pro- 
cess of weeding out a herd by the use 
of the Babcock test. 
Five cows were 
taken out, jind the average profit of 
the herd was increased by ?7.02 per 
head. 
A study of the feeding system 
used in that section led to the conclib 
sion that those who fail to provide 
silage were making a serious mistake, 
and that tliey should also use more 
clover und alfalfa hay, which would 
replace the expensive, 
concentrated 
foods to an extent and reduce the cost 
of milk production. 


Buttermilk may be built up along a 
vegetable route, a feature which 
is 
gijjierally neglected 
by 
truck men. 
These products sell at about half the 
price of fresh mlilt. 
A great deal of 


poultry may aliw be sold if the pedler 
knows how to dress fowls neatly and 
thoroughly, so as to make a good ap- 
pearance and save further work on 
the part of the cook. 


Whatever is grown should be the 
best of its kind. 
If obliged to sell 
second quality stuff, sell it as such 
and charge 
a 
cor^/esponding price. 
Study your customers and learn their

THE FALLS OF 
IGUA2U. 


Clover 
Silage, 


The filling of silos with clover is 
still an unsolved pi;oblem. 
^n the lat- 
est bulletin of the Michigan Agricul- 
tural Station the 
summary 
of 
this 
question, which for some time there, 
has been in the experimental stage, 
was about this: Make the clover into 
hay, and feed with corn silage as part 
of the protein ration. 
The facts as 
they presented themselves to Director 
Smith were that making clover silage 
was slow and e;xpensive work and in- 
volved drawing too much water to the 
silo. 
Clover is hard to rake up, to 
load, and to get into the silo, and it is 
uncertain in the siloing part; 
so it 
seems the better way to cure it into 
hay and feed as the dry part of the 
ration, except in years where there is 
a great amount of rain anfl curing is 
about impossible. 


So fiir as I know, cattle eat good 
clover silage with much relish, but 
the question is this, '*Does it pay to 
draw a crop to the silo that will dry 
out in the field G5 pounds of water to 
the 100 pounds?'' The director thought 
not, when he needed some dry hay to 
go with his corn silage. 
The real 
trouble with clover seems to be in its 
high protein content, causing it to take 
on a greater heat in the silo than corn, 
and so it throws off too much mois- 
ture and is liable to burn. 
Some ex- 
periments were made where 
clover 
was closely pressed into huge casks 
and headed up air tight, so that no 
moisture could escape, and excessive 
heating could not take place, owing to 
the exclusion of further supplies of ox- 
ygen, and the keeping was about per- 
fect. 
This is a point in which the hen 
men might find profit by filling small 
barrels with clover and heading it in, 
for hen silage in the winter. 


Some have succeeded well with si- 
loing clover by cutting it, as they do 
corn, and wetting down with fair addi- 
tions of water, making the mass de- 
cidedly wet, and adding v/eight to the 
cover to promote more absolute set- 
tling and exclusion of air. 
All agree 
upon this: that the clover should be 
cut when coming into blossom and be 
got Into the silo witliout wilting, and 
there be spread uniformly, and 
the 
more closely packed the better. 
I 
have not answered Mr, D. to do or not 
to do. 
It's a matter he must decide 
upon, and then do some experimental 
work for himself. 
Those who seek 
out new ways and methods are said to 
be favored by the gods.—Tribune Far- 
mer. 


A iouth American Spectacle Rivalling 


the Grandeur of Niagara. 


In the heart of South America., at 
the meeting place of three republics, 
Brazil, Argentina and' Paraguay. Na- 
ture has chosen the site for a master- 
piece of scenic grandeur to be com- 
pared only to tho mighty Niagara in 
majesty, and pronounced by some of 
tho few travelers 
who 
have soon 
it to be even greater than its North 
American counterpart. 
Tho Falls of 
Iguazu occur at the junction of Ig- 
nazu river with the Upper Parana, in 
a territory famous as the original lo- 
cality of the Jesuit missions, estab- 
lished in tho ICth century, the ruins 
of "which may still be seen by tliose 
who visit the falls. 


About 12 miles above the falls the 
River Iguazu makes a sharp bend, al- 
most at right angles, 
giving 
them 
greater extent and more varied char- 
acter than those of Niagara, which to' 
some degree they resemble. 
As the 
river makes the sharp bend already 
mentioned the main volume of water 
rushes around the inner bank and is 
discharged into a long, narrow gorge, 
at one jjoint making a clear plunge of 
210 feet. 
Not all tho volume oC the 
river is received at this place, how- 
ever. the rest of t^ie water running 
out past it into the wide elbow formed 
by the bend, and circling along the 
further shore among many rocks and 
islands before reaching the edge of 
the clirfs, over which the descent is 
made in two great leaps of a hundred 
feet each, in a vast semi-circle of 3000 
feet. Tho total length of ^iuazu falls, 
if measured at the ujiper edge of the 
cliff, through their broken contour, In- 
cluding intersecting islets, is twice as 
great as that of Niagara, including the 
intersection of Goat island. 


The double fall of Ignazu is the most 
striking feature of the cataract, the 
rocky shelf or platform that 
the leap being in some places 
than 50 yards wide and in others 
a few feet. 


The 
scenery 
surrounding 
Iguazu 
falls is in peculiar harmony with the 
solemn grandeur of the cataract and 
its varied character. 
The roar of the 
waterfall is more impressive for the 
solitude of tho spot and the eternal 
silence that reigns in the dense for- 
ests that mark its border, into which 
the white man 
has scarcely 
pene- 
trated. 
For several miies before the 
falls are reached the river is a mass 
of huge frowning boulders and whirl- 
pools. and the first view of the great 
cataract 
is often a 
disappointment, 
from the fact that it must 
be seen 
from many dilYerent points to be ap- 
preciated in all Its beauty.—National 
Geographic iMagazine.

the nature of the soil. If sandy, an 
hour may be long enough, but if a 
moist clay it may take several hours. 
Potatoes, once dug, should certainly 
not b e ‘left out on the ground over 
night. If they are, the frost has every 
chance to get at them, and only a lit­ 
tle freezing is required to spoil a good 
many bushels for market. 
It is poor 
practice, too, to pick up potatoes with­ 
out any regard to grading. Two class­ 
es, anyway, should be made of them; 
all those of good marketable size 
should be gathered first, and the un­ 
dersized ones left till later. It also 
pays to have crates or bushel measures 
in which to pick them up. Easy to 
distribute about the field these, after 
being filled, can readily be placed on 
a wagon aud drawn off. Furthermore, 
they prevent the tubers from being 
jammed and marred. Thirty or forty 
of them, or even a less number, may 
profitably be owned by every farmer 
who makes a business of raising po­ 
tatoes and similar crops.—Fred 
O.

Sifting a Dairy Herd. 


The dairy herds of Illinois have been 
quite thoroughly looked over by tho 
experiment station .workers of that 
state. 
Interesting results were ob- 
tainetbfrom eighteen average herds lo­ 
cated in the southern part of the 
state. 


Of the 221 cows included, the aver­ 
age production per cow 
was 
5,G17 
pounds of milk and 227 pounds of but­ 
ter fat, with an average milk test of 
4.03 percent. The best herd averaged 
850 pounds, the poorest 142. pounds 
butter fat per cow. The butler fat 
produced by the best cow was worth 
1119, while that of the poorest was 
worth only $19.58, showing an excel­ 
lent profit for the good cow and much 
less than •nothing to pay pay her board 
for the poor cow. 
It was found that 
at least one-third of the cows were un­ 
profitable reckoning the food they con­ 
sumed in market price. 


An Interesting example was a pro­ 
cess of weeding out a herd by the use 
of the Babcock test. 
Five cows were 
taken out, find the average profit of 
the herd was Increased by $7.0*2 per 
head. A study of the feeding system 
used in that section led to the conclu- 
sion that those who fail to provide 
silage were making a serious mistake, 
and that they should also use more 
clover and alfalfa liay, which would 
replace the expensive, 
concentrated 
foods to an extent and reduce the cost 
of milk production. 


Buttermilk may be built up along a 
vegetable route, a featyre which 
is 
generally neglected 
by 
truck men. 
These products sell at about half the 
price of fresh juilk. 
A great deal of 


poultry may al» be sold if the pedler 
knows how to dress fowls neatly and 
thoroughly, so as to make a good ap­ 
pearance and save further work on 
the part of the cook. 


Whatever is grown should be the 
best of its kind. If obliged to sell 
second quality stuff, sell it as such 
and charge 
a 
corresponding price. 
Study your customers and learn their 
likes and dislikes, then build .up 
a 
trade that cannot be taken away.— 
Boston Cultivator. 


THE FALLS OF IGUAZU. 


Ciover 
Silage. 


The filling of silos with clover is 
still au unsolved problem. 
|,n the lat­ 
est bulletin of the Michigan Agricul­ 
tural Station the summary of this 
question, which for some time there, 
has been in the experimental stage, 
was about this: Make the clover into 
hay, and feed with corn silage as part 
of the protein ration. The facts as 
they presented themselves to Director 
Smith were that making clover silage 
was slow and expensive work and in­ 
volved drawing too much water to the 
silo. Clover is hard to rake up, to 
load, and to get into the silo, and it is 
uncertain in the siloing part; 
so it 
seems the better way to cure it into 
hay and feed as the dry part of the 
ration, except in years where there is 
a great amount of rain and curing is 
about impossible. 


So far as I know, cattle eat good 
clover silage with much relish, but 
the question is this, “Does it pay to 
draw a crop to the silo that will dry 
out in the field G5 pounds of water to 
the 100 pounds?” The director thought 
not, when he needed some dry hay to 
go with his corn silage. 
The real 
trouble with clover seems to be in its 
high protein content, causing it to take 
on a greater heat in the silo than corn, 
and so it throws off too much mois­ 
ture and is liable to burn. Some ex­ 
periments were made where clover 
was closely pressed into huge casks 
and headed up air tight, so that no 
moisture could escape, and excessive 
heating could not take place, owing to 
the exclusion of further supplies of ox­ 
ygen, and the keeping was about per­ 
fect. 
This Is a point in which the hen 
men might find profit by filling small 
barrels with clover and heading it in, 
for hen silage in the winter. 


Some have succeeded well with si­ 
loing clover by cutting it, as they do 
corn, and wetting down with fair addi­ 
tions of water, making the mass de­ 
cidedly wet, and adding v/eight to the 
cover to promote more absolute set­ 
tling and exclusion of air. All agree 
upon this: that the clover should be 
cut when coming into blossom and be 
got into the silo without wilting, and 
there be spread uniformly, and the 
more closely packed the better. 
I 
have not answered Mr. D. to do or not 
to do. It’s a matter he must decide 
upon, and then do some experimental 
work for himself. 
Those who seek 
out new ways and methods are said to 
be favored by the gods.—Tribune Far­ 
mer. 


A South American Spectacle Rivalling 
the Grandeur of Niagara. 


In the heart of South America., at 
the meeting place of three republics, 
Brazil, Argentina and* Paraguay. Na­ 
ture has chosen the site for a master­ 
piece of scenic grandeur to be com­ 
pared only to the mighty Niagara in 
majesty, and pronounced by some of 
the few travelers 
who 
have seen 
it to be even greater than its North 
American counterpart. 
The Falls of 
Iguazu occur at the junction of Ig- 
uazu river with the Upper Parana, iu 
a territory famous as the original lo­ 
cality of the Jesuit missions, estab­ 
lished in tho 10th century, the ruins 
of Which may still be seen by those 
who visit the falls. 


About 12 miles above the falls the 
River Iguazu makes a sharp bend, al­ 
most at right angles, 
giving 
them 
greater extent and more varied char­ 
acter than those of Niagara, which to* 
some degree they resemble. 
As the 
river makes the sharp bend already 
mentioned the main volume of water 
rushes around the inner bank and is 
discharged into a long, narrow gorge, 
at one point making a clear plunge of 
210 feet. 
Not all tho volume of the 
river is received at this place, how­ 
ever, the rest of t4ie water running 
out past it into the wide elbow formed 
by the bend, and circling along the 
further shore among many rocks and 
islands before reaching the edge of 
fclie cliffs, over which the descent is 
made in two great leaps of a hundred 
feet each, in a vast semi-circle of 3000 
feet. The total length of {¿niazu falls, 
if measured at the upper edge of the 
cliff, through their broken contour, in­ 
cluding intersecting islets, is twice as 
great as that of Niagara, including the 
intersection of Goat island. 


The double fall of Iguazu is the most 
striking feature of the cataract, the 
rocky shelf or platform that 
the leap being in some places 
than 50 yards wide and in others 
a few feet. 


The 
scenery 
surrounding Iguazu 
falls is in peculiar harmony with the 
solemn grandeur of the cataract and 
its varied character. The roar of the 
waterfall is more impressive for the 
solitude of tho spot and the eternal 
silence that reigns in the dense for­ 
ests that mark its border, into which 
the white man 
has scarcely 
pene­ 
trated. 
For several miles before the 
falls are reached the river is a mass 
of huge frowning boulders and whirl­ 
pools, and the first view of the great 
cataract is often a disappointment, 
from the fact that it must 
be seen 
from many different points to be ap­ 
preciated in all its beauty.—National 
Geographic Magazine.

and Seventh streets, Northwest, 
tak- 
ing a last farewell of his wards. 
He 
seems a part of the mnstiness 
and 
Quaintness of the place, his tall form 
bent, his eyes piercing the dnsk, his 
bald head and white board contrast- 
ing sharply with his 
surroundings. 
Only a feAv days more and then, by 
act of congress, his 
treasures, 
the 
accumulation 
of all the years 
since 
the patent system was established in 
1790. will be distributed 
he 
knows 
not where. 


No one knows the groat value and 
singular interest attached to the 157,- 
000 models better than the old cur- 
ator. 
The arrangement in the cases 
is his; the labeling is his; everything 
but the right to say what 
shall be 
done with the models is his. 
They 
are his pride and he has never been 
so happy as when showing some vis- 
itor through the labyrinth of ciu'iosi- 
ties. 


The keeping 
of these 
models 
is 
costing Uncle Sani too much money. 
Congress has said so and the Com- 
missioner of patents agrees—or rath- 
er he agreed before 
congress 
said 
anything about the matter. 
A rental 
of $19,500 a year is being paid for a 
place to store them and 
keep 
the 
most interesting on exhibition. 
The 
great movement for economy started 
at the beginning of the last session 
has reached to this detail and all is 
over. 
A special committee is looking 
over the lot with a view 
to 
finding 
which 
models will 
have to be 
re- 
tained under the United States stat- 
utes as being a part of the record of 
the inventions 
in connect ion 
with 
which they were made. 
The records 
of patents, if they arc essential, must 
not be destroyed, in order that 
the 
patentee 
may 
be amply 
protected 
aga\ns1 infringement; 
and in 
some 
cases, although only a very few. the 
inventor's specifications refer to mod- 
els and may not be understood with- 
out the models. 


This is only a drop 
in the bucket, 
however, 
for 
the 
authorities of 
the 
office 
declare 
that 
90 percent 
and 
perhaps 
more 
will 
be 
scattered. 
Those to which 
special 
historic 
in- 
terest is attached, such as the orig- 
inal 
Howe 
sewing 
machine 
model, 
the original 
model of 
the 
electro- 
magnetic 
telegraph 
instruments 
pa- 
tented by S. F. B. Morse in 1846, and 
the first model of a patented gasolene 
automobile will doubtless go the na- 
tional museum 
in this 
city. 
Some 
of the others will be sold 
or given 
away to any colleges or technical in- 
stitutions that want them. 
It is pos- 
sible 
that 
large 
patent 
soliciting 
firms 
which maintain small 
exhibits 
may desire to have some and if they 
do they can get them for a song. 
As 
for the rest—the ash heap. 


Mr. Gill has 
expended 
years 
of 
thought and labor in making the mod- 
els tell the complete story of Ameri- 
can invention. 
When a visitor enters 
the model room on a tour of inspec- 
tion he takes him first to a far cor- 
ner on the uppermost floor, and there 
in a flood of light, next a big window, 
he 
points to Case No. 1. 
In it 
are 
the 
beginnings 
of things. 
A 
model 
of Eli Whitney's cotton gin is there, 
but this is not the one made 
under 
that 
inventor's 
direction. 
The 
fa- 
mous patent ofilce fire of September 
24, 1877, destroyed that and Mr. Gill 
had another made from 
the original 
drawings, 
v/hich are, of 
course, on 
record in the ofllce. 
Another model 
that is in Case No. 1 is that of 
the 
first 
patented steam railway 
engine. 
It is crudely constructed of brass, but 
serves to show what in the dawn of 
steam Invention was a new principle 
In mehanics—the piston and cylinder 
applied to the operation 
of a 
car- 
riage. 


While 
these 
historic 
Inventions 
hold the 
attention 
of 
the 
visitor, 
there is another which is not so well 
known, but which deserves notice. It 
Is the oldest model in the collection, 
a curious circular affair like a table, 
with big brushes arranged to operate 
upon It. 
The card 
tied to it reads, 
"Cloth shearing machine. 
Samuel 
S. 
Dorr, October 
20, 1792." 
Further 
along is another cloth-shearing 
ma- 
chine, the 
work of this 
same Dorr 
and patented in 1807. 


Pains are always taken by the aged 
curator to say that those models are 
not of the very 
first 
patents. 
The 
man who had thè distinction of 
first 
securing patent rights from the Unit- 
ed States 
government 
was 
Samuel 
Hopkins, 'There is nothing 
on 
the 
record to show where 
he lived. 
His 
scheme was for making "potash and 
pearl ashes" by a new and improved 
method. 
His claim was pillowed 
by 
a board consisting of the secretary of 
state, the secretary of war and 
the 
attorney-general in 1790, the year of 
the creation of the patent 
system. 
That same year two other 
patents 
were issued, one on a machine 
for 
manufacturing candles and the other 
for a flour and pieal-making machine. 
Six cases 
are filled with 
sewing 
machine 
models. 
From 
the 
first 
Buccessful 
machine, 
invented 
by 
Ellas Howe, Jr., the claims on which

Then he waits a moment 
to give 
his hearers time to. absorb his moan- 
ing before ho concludcs with 
a 
sidelong glance, as if to judge the wit 
of the stranger.

Women, always joalouà of the ac- 
complishments 
of 
their 
sex, 
have 
boon accustomed 
in the 
past 
and 
prosont to inquire of the curator what 
other "things" have been patented by 
women. 
So frequent 
has this 
ques- 
tion boon propounded 
that Mr. Gill 
some time ago had nearly all of the 
models of Avomen's inventions collect- 
ed in cases in one part of the build- 
ing. 
Here he loads the feminine vis- 
itor the moment she shows signs of 
veering around 
toward 
that 
quarter 
in her endless interrogations. 


An interesting lot thy are and ono 
of which women in general may well 
be proud. 
Most 
of them 
are 
for 
household use. although the broader 
field 
has 
repeatedly 
boen 
entered 
with more or less success. 
The fic- 
klonos of fortune is illustrated 
here 
and there. 
On ono shelf is an elab- 
orate model of a submarine telescope, 
the product of some fertile 
feminine 
brain, 
or. to bo more exact, 
of the 
brain of Sarah 
P, Mather, who 
se- 
cured her patent in 1845. 
Just beside 
it is a package of rectangular pieces 
of tissue paper, fringed at the edges, 
for use in wrapping bon bons. Sarah 
P. ]^Iathor is said to have died poor, 
while hor 
sister 
invontress 
of 
the 
simpler mind, who was Miss L J. Van 
Skelline, got rich from 
the 
returns 
of the candy wrapper. 
But the tis- 
sue paper rectangles were not invent- 
ed until 1S77 and by that time people 
doubtless knew more 
about 
making 
money by 
their 
patents. 
Mr. 
Gill 
says people have always been fonder 
of eating 
bon bons 
than of 
gazing 
through 
the Avatery 
vistas 
of 
the 
oceans. 


According to Mr. 
Gill a 
woman 
who 
grow tired of 
having 
cinders 
catch in her hair while she was rid- 
ing on a railroad train is responsible 
for the invention of a cap to fit over 
the smokestack of a locomotive, with 
fiumes 
running downward and back- 
ward 
to 
conduct 
the 
troublesome 
cindors to a fearful 
death 
beneath 
the wheels of the train. 
She 
must 
have forgotten all about the draught 
for the file, or 
else she 
considered 
that of no importance 
as 
compared 
•with the trouble caused 
by the cin- 
dors. 
The invention never saw light 
outside of the patent oflilce. 


Histories of Abraham 
Lincoln 
all 
agree that he was a man of versatile 
genius, but none of them says 
that 
he was an inventor. 
Still 
he was. 
and the evidence of it is in the 
old 
patent office model room. 
The great 
war president set about inventing an 
appliance for lifting Ohio and Missis- 
sippi river steamboats 
over 
shoals, 
and in IS-IO he secured a patent upon 
the results of his thought. 
It is a 
good thing for the country that 
ho 
was a better statesman than he was 
inventor, however, for his wonderful 
lifting bellows, to bo attached to the 
sides of the vessel beneath the water- 
line, arc a triumph of the impossible. 
The plan was to infiate them with air 
by 
simply 
exerting force 
downward 
upon upright »poles fastened 
to, the 
bottom of the bellows. 
When this was 
done, according to the most accurate 
figuring, 
the 
boat 
would 
be 
floated 
over shallow places upon which she 
would otherwise go aground. 


But President Lincoln did not allow 
for the Avear and tear. 
Ho provided 
no protection 
for the 
immense 
bel- 
lows against the driftwood and snaga 
of the river. 
Therefore, no one, so 
story goes, could be persuaded to give 
them a try. 


Doubtless living 
inventors 
would 
like to have their models back. 
In 
most cases they can get them by sim- 
ply 
writing 
to 
Commissioner 
Allen 
and making the request. 
Thomas A. 
Edison, If he gets all of his. will have 
a little patent ofldce exhibit 
of

Dimensions of Sea Waves. 


A recent article by Dr. Vaughan 
Cornish, in the London Geographical 
Journal, furnishes 
some 
extremely 
interesting data respecting deep sea 
waves. 
From many hundreds of ob­ 
servations made during 40 years by 
independent observers, he shows that 
on the average the height of a wave 
in 
feet 
(measured 
from 
crest 
to 
trough) is in round numbers one-half 
of the wind’s velocity in statute miles 
per hour. 
By this rule, which does 
not express a dynamical law, the 
height of a wave raised in the dee)), 
open sea by a wind of full hurricane 
force—i. e., having a velocity of 90 
statute miles per hour—would be 45 
feet.

Gill’s System of Exhibiting Them— 
Notable Ones. 


A sad man is 11. C^Gill, for nearly 
forty years keeper of the models of 
the United States patent office, writes 
the Washington 
correspondent 
ot. 
the New 
York 
Sun.* He 
wanders 
aimlessly thvough the long corridors 
on three floors of 
the 
big 
Union 
building on G street 
between Sixth 
and Seventh streets, Northwest, tak­ 
ing a last farewell of his wards. 
He 
seems a part of the mustiness and 
quaintness of the place, his tall form 
bent, his eyes piercing the dusk, his 
bald head and white beard contrast­ 
ing sharply with his 
surroundings. 
Only a few days more and then, by 
act of congress, his 
treasures, the 
accumulation of all the years since 
the patent system was established in 
1790, will be distributed 
he knows 
not where. 


No one knows the great value and 
singular interest attached to the 157,- 
000 models better than the old cur­ 
ator. 
The arrangement in the cases 
is his; the labeling is his; everything 
but the right to say what 
shall be 
done with the models is his. 
They 
are his pride and he has never been 
so happy as when showing some vis­ 
itor through the labyrinth of curiosi­ 
ties. 


The keeping 
of these 
models is 
costing Uncle Sam too much money. 
Congress has said so and the Com­ 
missioner of patents agrees—or rath­ 
er he agreed before 
congress 
said 
anything about the matter. 
A rental 
of $19,500 a year is being paid for a 
place to store them and 
keep 
the 
most interesting on exhibition. 
The 
great movement for economy started 
at the beginning of the last session 
has reached to this detail and all is 
over. 
A special committee is looking 
over the lot with a view 
to finding 
which models will 
have to be re­ 
tained under the United States stat­ 
utes as being a part of the record of 
the inventions 
in connection 
with 
which they were made. 
The records 
of patents, if they are essential, must 
not be destroyed, in order that the 
patentee may 
be amply 
protected 
aga^nsl infringement; 
and in 
some 
cases, although only a very few, the 
inventor’s specifications refer to mod­ 
els and may not be understood with­ 
out the models. 


This is only a drop 
in the bucket, 
however, for the authorities of the 
office declare that 
90 percent and 
perhaps 
more 
will 
be 
scattered. 
Those to which special historic in­ 
terest is attached, such as the orig­ 
inal Howe sewing machine 
model, 
the original model of 
the 
electro­ 
magnetic telegraph instruments pa­ 
tented by S. F. B. Morse in 1846, and 
the first model of a patented gasolene 
automobile will doubtless go the na­ 
tional museum 
in this 
city. 
Some 
of the others will be sold 
or given 
away to any colleges or technical in­ 
stitutions that want them. 
It is pos­ 
sible that 
large 
patent 
soliciting 
firms which maintain small exhibits 
may desire to have some and if they 
do they can get them for a song. 
As 
for the rest—the ash heap. 


Mr. Gill has 
expended 
years 
of 
thought and labor in making the mod­ 
els tell the complete story of Ameri­ 
can invention. 
When a visitor enters 
the model room on a tour of inspec­ 
tion he takes him first to a far cor­ 
ner on the uppermost floor, and there 
in a flood of light, next a big window, 
he points to Case No. 1. 
In it are 
the beginnings of things. 
A model 
of Eli W hitney’s cotton gin is there, 
but this is not the one made 
under 
that inventor’s 
direction. 
The 
fa­ 
mous patent office fire of September 
24, 1877, destroyed that and Mr. Gill 
had another made from 
the original 
drawings, which are, of 
course, on 
record in the office. 
Another model 
that is in Case No. 1 is that of 
the 
first patented steam railway engine. 
It is crudely constructed of brass, but 
serves to show what in the dawn of 
steam invention was a new principle 
in mehanics—the piston and cylinder 
applied to the operation of a 
car­ 
riage. 


While 
these 
historic 
inventions 
hold the 
attention 
of 
the 
visitor, 
there is another which is not so well 
» 


known, but which deserves notice. It 
is the oldest model in the collection, 
a curious circular affair like a table, 
with big brushes arranged to operate 
upon it. 
The card 
tied to it reads, 
“Cloth shearing machine. 
Samuel S. 
Dorr, October 
20, 1792/' 
Further 
along is another cloth-shearing 
ma­ 
chine, the 
work of this 
same Dorr 
and patented in 1807. 


Pains are always taken by the aged 
curator to say that those models are 
not of the very 
first patents. 
The 
man who had thè distinction of first 
securing patent rights from the Unit­ 
ed States government was 
Samuel 
Hopkins. T h ere Is nothing 
on the 
record to show where he lived. 
His 
« 


scheme was for making “potash and 
pearl ashes0 by a new and improved 
method. 
His claim was ^allowed by 
a board consisting of the secretary of 
state, the secretary of war and the 
attorney-general in 1790, the year of 
the creation of the patent 
system. 
That same year two other 
patents 
were issued, one on a machine for 
manufacturing candles and the other 
for a flour and jneal-making machine. 


Six cases 
are filled with 
sewing 
machine 
models. 
From 
the 
first 
successful 
machine, 
invented 
by 
Elia» Howe, J r v the claims on which 


wore allowed September 19* 1M6, 5* 
the same year with the telegraph, tbs 
models show the development down 
the years until the complicated but 
perfectly smooth running delight of 
the modern 
housewife 
is £ reached* 
Then there are the freaks. "Mr. Gill 
has humor stored up for the occasion 
when any; of those arc undeV inspcc* 
tion.

'“Here's a pocket sewing 
machine 
invented by a lady,'* he says invari* 
ably. 
“She intended that 
it should 
be carried around 
to afternoon tea 
parties yso that* when 
conversation 
lagged it might ho produced and a 
little -work accomplished.'* 


Then he waits a moment 
to give 
his hearers time to. absorb his mean­ 
ing before he concludes with a sly» 
sidelong glance, as if to judge the wit 
of the stranger*. 


“But there was never much use for 
these, and the inventress didn’t get 
rich.“ 


Women, always jealous of the ac­ 
complishments 
of 
their 
sex, have 
been accustomed 
in the 
past 
and 
present to inquire of the curator what 
other “things" have been patented by 
women. 
So frequent has this ques­ 
tion been propounded 
that Mr. Gill 
some time ago had nearly all of the 
models of women’s inventions collect­ 
ed in cases in one part of the build­ 
ing. 
Here he leads the feminine vis­ 
itor the moment she shows signs of 
veering around toward that quarter 
in her endless interrogations. 


An interesting lot thy are and one 
of which women in general may well 
be proud. 
Most 
of them 
are for 
household use, although the broader 
field has 
repeatedly 
been 
entered 
with more or less success. 
The fic- 
klenes of fortune is illustrated here 
and there. 
On one shelf is an elab­ 
orate model of a submarine telescope, 
the product of some fertile feminine 
brain, 
or, to be more exact, 
of the 
brain of Sarah P. Mather, who 
se­ 
cured her patent in 1845. 
Just beside 
it is a package of rectangular pieces 
of tissue paper, fringed at the edges, 
for use in wrapping bon bons. Sarah 
P. Mather is said to have died poor, 
while her sister inventress 
of the 
simpler mind, who was Miss I. J. Van 
Skellinc, got rich from 
the returns 
of the candy wrapper. 
But the tis­ 
sue paper rectangles were not invent­ 
ed until 1S77 and by that time people 
doubtless knew more 
about making 
money by 
their patents. 
Mr. 
Gill 
says people have always been fonder 
ot* eating 
bon bons 
than of 
gazing 
through the watciy 
vistas 
of the 
oceans. 


According to Mr. 
Gill a 
woman 
who 
grew tired of 
having cinders 
catch in her hair while she was rid­ 
ing on a railroad train is responsible 
for the invention of a cap to fit over 
the smokestack of a locomotive, with 
flumes running downward and back­ 
ward to conduct 
the 
troublesome 
cinders to a fearful 
death 
beneath 
the wheels of the train. 
She 
must 
have forgotten all about the draught 
for the file, or 
else she 
considered 
that of no importance as compared 
with the trouble caused 
by the cin­ 
ders. 
The invention never saw7 light 
outside of the patent office. 


Histories of Abraham 
Lincoln 
all 
agree that he was a man of versatile 
genius, but none of them says that 
he was an inventor. 
Still 
he was, 
and the evidence of it is in the 
old 
patent office model room. 
The great 
Avar president set about inventing an 
appliance for lifting Ohio and Missis­ 
sippi river steamboats 
over shoals, 
and in 1849 he secured a patent upon 
the results of his thought. 
It is a 
good thing for the country that he 
was a better statesman than he was 
inventor, however, for his wonderful 
lifting bellows, to be attached to the 
sides of the vessel beneath the water­ 
line, are a triumph of the impossible. 
The plan was to inflate them with air 
by simply exerting force downward 
upon upright • poles fastened to. the 
bottom of the bellows. 
When this was 
done, according to the most accurate 
figuring, the boat would be floated 
over shallow places upon which she 
would otherwise go aground. 


But President Lincoln did not allow 
for the wear and tear. 
He provided 
no protection for the immense hel« 
lows against the driftwood and snags 
of the river. 
Therefore, no one, so 
story goes, could be persuaded to give 
them a try. 


Doubtless living 
inventors 
would 
like to have their models back. 
In 
most cases they can get them by sim­ 
ply writing to Commissioner Allen 
and making the request. 
Thomas A. 
Edison, if he gets all of his, will have 
a little patent office exhibit of his 
own; 
for since he'invented his vote 
register in 18(59 he has taken out 784 
patents up to February, 1904,

its opportunities, 
and so it does up to a certain 
point. 
Its finest attributes are not usually— 
possibly never—brought 
out in the 
burden and stress of the struggle for 
life. On 
the 
other 
hand, 
sudden 
wealth and the leisure 
that accom- 
panies It are tests of character few 
persons endure. 
A long line of well- 
bred ancestors must moan something, 
despite the 
occasional baseness 
o£ 
some descendant, and in every com- 
r.uiniiy there are families whose his- 
toiy is a just source of pride. 
Sucn 
families, composing the real arist')C- 
KC5'. 
whether 
titled 
or 
untitled, 
vheHier in a monarchy or a democ- 
racy, are at least Incajjaole of bla- 
tant vulgarity. This vice is peculiarly 
tiiat of the newly rich, who see in tho 
ability to spend money freely the hall- 
mark of their superioritv, and who, 
puffed up by the suddenty of their 
elevation, despise 
the criticisms of 
their fellowmen. 
Such a class con- 
scitute truly a dangerous class. 


I'iitre has been more than one, ex- 
ample. of late, to show the low social 
and moral ideals they cherish. 
Not 
tho least conspicuous is the divorce 
case of a Pittsburg millionaire. 
Ordi- 
narily the private affairs even of mil- 
lionaires arc not proper matters for 
public commcnt. 
But this has been 
so flagrant an illustration of the utter 
disregard of decency which men of 
his stamp show, so cynical a defiance 
of morality and good 
feeling, that 
there Is no invasion of the right to 
privacy in calling 
attention 
to it. 
The man in question 
havi*g 
risen 
from poverty to riches, practically de- 
serted the wife of his youth and com- 
pelled her to sue for a divorce. There 
was no charge he could bring against 
her; he w^as simply tired of her; he 
wanted more "freedom;" domestic re- 
.^traint of any kind had become irk- 
some to him. 
Doubtless 
there 
are 
many husbands in whom all the glow 
of sentiment 
has 
faded, who 
are 
wt»ary of the res angustae domi; but 
for them this easy repudiation of re- 
sponsibility 
is not 
possible; 
they 
cannot buy their wives off by settling 
large sums upon them and go their 
\MLy rejoicing. 
It is fortunate for the 
stability of society 
that impulse is 
thus limited by opportunity.

This, of course, is

rank exaggeration. 
There are plenty

the blatant vulgarity or w^orse which 
so often characterizes what Is called 
"our best society"—though not infre- 
quently it is only a shoddy imitation 
of the best—certainly suggests pessi- 
mistic conclusions as to the 
stand- 
ard 
of virtue and honor Avhich pre- 
vails in the class conspicuous 
for 
lavish display and reckless expendi- 
ture. 
In every age and nation 
the 
newly rich have been accused of more 
than their share of innnorality, and 
^o persistent a charge can hardly be 
baseless. 
But what is perhaps worse, 
in a way, than any specific vice 
is 
the callous and brutal disregard of 
ordinary decent feeling these persons 
manifest. 
The Pittsburg 
millionaire 
celebrated his "freedom" 
by giving 
an ostentatious 
dinner 
to 
his 
ac- 
quaintances; it is well 
to call them 
that, for such men seldom have real 
friends. 
There may be hope for the 
worst sinner while 
the 
sense 
of 
shamo 
abides in him. 
If 
that be 
dead, what is there to redeem him?—

The origin of the diamond has boon 
long in dispute. 
When the stones of 
Soudi Africa were traced from the

or gravels to the '*blue grounds"—an 
agglomerate filling the pipes of old 
volcanoes—it was supposed that the 
real matrix had been discovered, but 
it has since appeared that the dia- 
monds were pickcd up by this rock 
from an older rock i)ierced by the vol- 
canic eruptions. 
The government geo- 
logist of New South AVales has now 
described a small diamond from a dol- 
edic dyke, finding the assumption jus- 
tified that the crystal was 
actually 
formed in this igneous rock as 
it 
cooled or solidified from 
a 
molten 
state. 


Quite violent explosions, with sparks 
and flashes of light, havo been noticed 
by lierr Doermer on hammering cal- 
cium on an anvil, and the presence 
of rust on the iron seemed to increase 
tho explosibility. 
One suggestion is 
that absorbed hydrogen might produce 
the phenomenon. 
Dr. 
Ohmann 
has 
made extensive observations which in- 
dicate that the explosion is due to a 
vaporization of the metal near 
the 
edge, where the pressure is greatest, 
and a combination of the vapor with 
atmospheric oxygon. 
In pure oxygen 
the flashes Avere much more brilliant. 
Similar 
results were 
obtained 
with 
other metals, sodium and potassium 
yielding colored flames, iithium emit- 
ting brilliant flashes with a report and 
sparks, and powdered aluminum and 
magnesium glAing sparks without ex- 
plosion. 


ARCTIC MOTOR CYCLE SLED. 


The radium-collecting laboratory of 
Professor Battelli. 
at 
the 
mineral 
springs of San Guiduano, near Pisa, is 
an experiment whose outcome will be 
awaited witli^ interest. 
The radioac- 
tive water Is continuously pumped in- 
to a vacuum receptacle 30 feet above 
the spring; this separates the gas— 
consisting of carbonic anhydride and 
nitrogen, carrying practically all of 
the radium emanation—and conducts 
it to a gasometer, while the water es- 
capes through a discharge pipe. 
T h a 
gas is then liquefied by compression in 
a brass retainer. 
As it is drawn off 
by a stopcock, most of the anhydride 
is left behind, and the rest is removed 
by caustic soda solution, the gas then 
remaining being filtered through pum- 
ice soaked in sulphuric acid to 
ab- 
stract the water, and finally cooled in 
a bath of liquid air. This liquifies the 
radium emanation, when the nitrogen 
is passed off through a tube. 


The brightness of the sky on a clear, 
moonless night is one of the mysteries 
astronomers are trying to explain. Tho 
stars appear to shine from a slightly 
luminous background, and in a recent 
paper G. J. Burns, a British astronom- 
er, considered that the total light may 
be roughly taken as equal to that of 
one thousand 
first 
magnitude 
stars, 
while the height of all stars visible at 
one time has been estimated as equal 
only to that of 70 
first 
magnitude 
stars. 
A common theory is that the 
light of the sky is due tí) telescopic 
stars. 
If this were the sole cause, 
however, the luminosity should dimin- 
ish near the horizon, but instead an 
increase in brightness is plainly per- 
ceptible. 
This and a variability in the 
brightness observed at different times 
might be explained by assuming that 
tho sky's Inminosity is partly due to 
a stratum of luminous particles at a 
moderate distance from the earth- 


Submarine Scouts, 


A new system of tactics for sub- 
marines has been practically tested at 
Toulon. 
Hitherto 
it has been the 
theory that the only means of 
action 
for submarines was to lie in wait at a 
point over which prior 
information 
gave reason for belief that the object 
of attack Avould pass. 
The purpose of 
the operations was to determine wheth- 
er submarines, themselves within the 
shelter of the 
shore 
fortifications, 
could not advance to search for and 
meet their enemy. 
Nine submarines 
took part in the attack, which was 
made upon the reserve division dur- 
ing the forenoon somewhere 
about 
Point Orens. 
The fioiiila made seven 
attempts against the division, and the 
general result was held to establish 
that an operation of the kind is quite 
feasible,~J-ondon Globe. 


Hov/ Topaz is Colored. 


The finding of a blue topaz in Rho- 
desia is an Interesting discovery, says 
the London Globe. 
It Is not, however, 
as has been stated, a new gem. 
For, 
although the normal color of the topaz 
is yellow, a blue variety is by no 
means uncommon. The Siberian stones 
have a bluish tinge, while thosw from 
the Highlands of Scotland are of & 
Bky-bluo color. 


The pink topaz of the jeweler it 
probably #^lways an artificial product 
as regards its color. 
In 1750 a Paris- 
ian pewelei', Dumelle, discovered that 
the yellow Brazilian topaz when mod- 
ei-ately heated acquired 
a rose-plnJc 
color. 


George W. Wells, an automobile 
expert and a man of much originality 
of thought, has built the

which Walter Wellman, tho Arctic 
explorer, will use as a motor bicycle 
sled. 


The motor and tri-car frame used 
were secured from a motor bicycle 
maker, but everything else was con- 
structed' by hand under Mr. Wells.

It was Doctor Johnson’s

A long line of well- 
bred ancestors must moan something, 
despite the occasional baseness 
of 
some descendant, and in every com­ 
munity there are families whose his- 
toiy is a just source of pride. Sucn 
families, composing the real aristofc- 
ucy, 
whether 
titled 
or 
untitled, 
whether in a monarchy or a democ­ 
racy, are at least incapable of bla­ 
tant vulgarity. This vice is peculiarly 
that of the newly rich, who see in tho 
ability to spend money freely the hall­ 
mark of their superiority, and who, 
puffed up by the suddenty of their 
elevation, despise 
the criticisms of 
their fellowmen. 
Such a class con­ 
stitute truly a dangerous class. 


There has been more than one. ex­ 
ample, of late, to show the low social 
and moral ideals they cherish. Not 
tho least conspicuous is the divorce 
case of a Pittsburg millionaire. Ordi­ 
narily the private affairs even of mil­ 
lionaires are not proper matters for 
public comment. 
But this has been 
so flagrant an illustration of the utter 
disregard of decency which men of 
his stamp show, so cynical a defiance 
of morality and good 
feeling, that 
there is no invasion of the right to 
privacy in calling 
attention 
to i t 
The man in question 
having 
risen 
from poverty to riches, practically de­ 
serted the wife of his youth and com­ 
pelled her to sue for a divorce. There 
w'as no charge he could bring against 
her; he was simply tired of her; he 
wanted more “freedom;” domestic re­ 
straint of any kind had become irk­ 
some to him. 
Doubtless 
there are 
many husbands in whom all the glow

are 
weary of the res angustae domi; but 
for them this easy repudiation of re­ 
sponsibility is not 
possible; 
they 
cannot buy their wives off by settling 
large sums upon them and go their 
May rejoicing. 
It is fortunate for the 
stability of society 
that impulse is 
Unis limited by opportunity.

vails in the class conspicuous 
for 
lavish display and reckless expendi­ 
ture. 
In every age and nation the 
newly rich have been accused of more 
than their share of immorality, and 
.so persistent a charge can hardly be 
baseless. 
But what is perhaps worse, 
in a way, than any specific vice 
is 
the callous and brutal disregard of 
ordinary decent feeling these persons 
manifest. 
The Pittsburg 
millionaire 
celebrated his “freedom” 
by giving 
an ostentatious 
dinner 
to 
his 
ac­ 
quaintances; it is well 
to call them 
that, for such men seldom have real 
friends. 
The.re may be hope for the 
worst sinner while 
the 
sense 
of 
shame 
abides in him. If 
that be 
dead, what is there to redeem him?—

Quite violent explosions, with sparks 
and flashes of light, have been noticed 
by Herr Doermer on hammering cal­ 
cium on an anvil, and the presence 
of rust on the iron seemed to increase 
the explosibility. 
One suggestion is 
that absorbed hydrogen might produce 
the phenomenon. 
Dr. 
Ohmann 
has 
made extensive observations which in­ 
dicate that the explosion is due to a 
vaporization of the metal near the 
edge, where the pressure is greatest, 
and a combination of the vapor with 
atmospheric oxygen. 
In pure oxygen 
the flashes were much more brilliant 
Similar results were obtained with 
other metals, sodium and potassium 
yielding colored flames, lithium emit­ 
ting brilliant flashes with a report and 
sparks, and powdered aluminum and 
magnesium giving sparks without ex­ 
plosion. 


ARCTIC MOTOR CYCLE SLED. 


George W. Wells, an automobile 
expert and a man of much originality 
of thought, has built the machine 
which Walter Wellman, tho Arctic 
explorer, will use as a motor bicycle 
sled.

The radium-collecting laboratory of 
Professor Battelli, 
at 
the 
mineral 
springs of San Guiduano, near Pisa, is 
an experiment whose outcome will be 
awaited with% interest. 
The radioac­ 
tive water is continuously pumped in­ 
to a vacuum receptacle 30 feet above 
the spring; this separates the gas— 
consisting of carbonic anhydride and 
nitrogen, carrying practically all of 
the radium emanation—and conducts 
it to a gasometer, while the W'ater es­ 
capes through a discharge pipe. 
Tha 
gas is then liquefied by compression in 
a brass retainer. 
As it is drawn off 
by a stopcock, most of the anhydride 
is left behind, and the rest is removed 
by caustic soda solution, the gas then 
remaining being filtered through pum­ 
ice soaked in sulphuric acid to 
«ab­ 
stract the water, and finally cooled in 
a bath of liquid air. This liquifies the 
radium emanation, wiien the nitrogen 
is passed off through a tube. 
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The brightness of the sky on a clear, 
moonless night is one of the mysteries 
astronomers are tryiug to explain. The 
stars appear to shine from a slightly 
luminous background, and in a recent 
paper G. J. Burns, a British astronom­ 
er, considered that the total light may 
be roughly taken as equal to that of 
one thousand first magnitude stars, 
while the height of all stars visible at 
one time has been estimated as equal 
only to that of 70 first magnitude 
stars. 
A common theory is that the 
light of the sky is due to telescopic 
stars. 
If this were the sole cause, 
however, the luminosity should dimin­ 
ish near the horizon, but instead an 
increase in brightness is plainly per­ 
ceptible. This and a variability in the 
brightness observed at different times 
might be explained by assuming that 
the sky’s luminosity is partly due to 
a stratum of luminous particles at a 
moderate distance from the earth-

The purpose of 
the operations was to determine wheth­ 
er submarines, themselves within the 
shelter of the 
shore 
fortifications, 
could not advance to search for and 
meet their enemy, 
Nine submarines 
took part in the attack, which was 
made upon the reserve division dur­ 
ing the forenoon somewhere 
about 
Point Orens, 
The flotilla made seven 
attempts against the division, and the 
general result was held to establish 
that an operation of the kind is quite 
feasible,—London GJobe. 


Quick Way to Add Figures. 


An invention of recent date is an 
adding device, which was designed to 
assist a person in-adding one or more 
columns of figures. 
It consists of a 
disk, w’hich registers the tens in the 
columns, tho latter being quickly 
and accurately added, without un­ 
necessarily burdening or taxing the 
memory with a multiplicity of figures. 
Printed on the face of the disk is a

JAPAN AS MAKER OF MATCHES. 


One Effort of Mikado's Government in 


Which It Stubbed Its Toe. 


Sometimes the Japanese 
govern- 


ment does not proceed along its chos- 
en path without stubbing its toes. One 
of its cherished designs is to add to 
.tc lucrative business the exclusive 
manufacture of matches. This Is quite 
n line with the rest, for the match 
industry Is one of the sprouts of gov- 
rnment culture, and speaking gener- 
ally the government policy seems to 
be that as soon as an industry begins 
:o make profit from sales abroad, that 
industry Is to be added to the govern- 
ment's enterprises. Accordingly, a bill 
was prepared two years ago for the 
taking over of all the match factories. 


As I have tried to point out before, 


the battle between private gain and 
the common good is world-wide. In 
Japan the influences corresponding to 
our Rockefellers and Morgans are 
chiefly comprised in the great Mitsui 
family. The Mitsuis own banks, rail 
roads, factories. They were heavily 
interested in the match business, but 
did not relish the prospective loss of 
Its rich profits. Moreover, in common 
with other great families and inter 
ests. they regarded the government's 
intrusion into trade as revolutionary 
fraught with peril to the better class 
es, and not to be endured by those 
to whom Providence in its wisdom hat 
entrusted the property interests of the 
country. So they brought certain in- 
fluences to bear upon the national 
house of representatives and defeated 
the match bill. It was like America; 
experienced Americans watching the 
progress of the bill almost fancied they 
were at home.

JAPAN AS MAKER OF 
MATCHES. 


One Effort of Mikado's Government in 
Which It Stubbed Its Toe. 


Sometimes the 
Japanese 
govern- 
ment does not proceed along Its chos- 
en path without stubbing its toes. One 
of its cherished designs Is to add to 
itc lucrative business 
the 
exclusive 
manufacture of matches. This is quite 
in line with the rest, for the match 
industry is one of the sprouts of gov- 
ernment culture, and speaking gener- 
ally the government policy seems to 
be that as soon as an Industry begins 
to make profit from sales abroad, that 
Industry is to be added to the govern- 
ment's enterprises. Accordingly, a bill 
was prepared two years ago for the 
taking over of all the match factories. 


As I have tried to point out before, 
the battle between private gain and 
the common good is world-wide. 
In 
Japan the influences corresponding to 
our Rockefellers 
and 
Morgans 
are 
chiefly comprised in the great Mitsui 
family. 
The Mitsuls own banks, rail- 
roads. factories. 
They were 
heavily 
interested in the match business, but 
did not relish the prospective loss of 
its rich profits. 
Moreover, In common 
with other great families and Inter- 
ests, they regarded tho government's 
intrusion into trade as revolutionary, 
fraught with peril to the better class- 
es, and not to be endured by those 
to whom Providence In Its wisdom had 
entrusted the property interests of the 
country. 
So they brought certain in- 
fluences 
to bear upon the ' national 
house of representatives and defeated 
the match bill. 
It was like America; 
experienced Americans watching the 
progress of the bill almost fancied they 
were at home. 


The government was defeated, and 
the match bill was dropped. 
But the 
Japanese are patient; they can alv/ays 
wait. 
The match bill 
is coming 
up 
again before long, and this time it will 
pass. 
This is not a government that 
must needs twice learn its lessons. 
It 
had its lesson about matches and ihe 
Mitsuis, 
Consequently it is pow pro- 
ceeding in a way to eliminate the Mit- 
suis 
from 
its 
future 
problems.— 
Charles E. Russell in Everybody's,

Washing Taffeta Ribbon. 


Almost any taffeta ribbon is washa- 
ble. and will look fresh after each 
laundering, 
^'hlte ribbons and many 
of the colored ones can be washed in 
warm suds, thou rinsed in clear water. 
Black satin or other black 
ribbons 
may be cleansed and slightly stiffened 
like new Tibbon by sponging them with 
clear black coffee, or with water in 
which 
an 
old 
kid 
glove has 
been 
boiled. 
Delicately colored ribbons will 
not fade if washed in naphtha. 
Dip 
them up and down and rub them light- 
ly between the hands until the 
first 
bowlful looks dark, get another supply 
and wash until clean. 
If the naphtha 
is poured into a bottle and left tight- 
ly corked for a few days the dirt will 
settle to the bottom, leaving the naph- 
tha clean and ready for use again. 


Things to 
Remember. 


Charcoal is valuable for many other 
purposes tha^i that of fuel. 
Strewn 
over heaps of decomposed pelts, or 
over dead animals, it will prevent un- 
pleasant odor. 
Foul water 
is puri- 
fied by it. and if placed in shallow 
trays 
around 
apartments, 
it 
will 
sweeten offensive air. 
It absorbs and 
condenses gases. 


The best cure for wounds from rusty 
nails, pitchforks, etc., 
is 
beef-gall. 
Take a pint bottle to your butcher, 
get him to fill it with the fresh gall, 
cork tightly and set 
in 
the cellar. 
iJatUe the wound freely and keep on 
a bandage wet with it. 


Saturate the(i3dges of carpets with a 
strong solution of alum water to de- 
stroy moths. 
Wash the shelves with 
the same solution to destroy the black 
ants. 


For 
severe hemorrhage from 
the 
nose, try holding a cold door key In 
the middle of the gack. 


Recipes, 


Creole Dish.—Two cupfuls of well- 
cooked and seasoned rice, two cupfuls 
of canned tomatoes, half a pound of 
raw ham minced and browned in but- 
ter; mix all together, add a dash of 
cayenne 
pepper, turn 
into 
well-but- 
tered pan and bake. 


Chicken and Nut.—Into a cupfultOf 
cold minced chicken stir a half-cup of 
blanched and chopped 
English 
wal- 
nuts. 
Make a white cream sauce, and 
stir the chicken and nut mixture into 
this. 
Stir over fire till hot; add grad- 
ually the beaten yolks of two eggs, 
mix well and set aside to cool. 
Form 
into croquettes, roll in cracker crumbs 
and fry in hot lard. 


Orange Fool,—Squeeze 
the 
juice 
from half a dozen oranges, strain and 
beat up vmh three eggs and a pmt 
of cream. 
Sweeten to taste, 
flavor 
with just a trifle of grated nutmeg and 
powdered cinnamon, pour Into a double 
boiler or a porcelain lined saucepan 
and stir over the fire a few moments 
until thickened. 
Do not allow it to 
boil. 
Pour into a glass dish and chill. 
Serve very cold. 


Banana Fritters.—Two eggs, half a 
cupful of milk, two cupfuls of 
flour, 
one and a half teaspoonfuls of sugar, 
one 
teaspoonful pf 
baking 
powder, 
and three bananas. Separate the eggs. 
Beat the yolks, butter and sugar to- 
gether until light. 
Pour in the milk. 
Beat the whites of the eggs stiff; add 
them and the flour alternately, a por- 
tion at a time. 
V'hen all is used stir 
in the baking powder, and lastly the 
bananaSj 
cut 
into 
half-inch 
blocks. 
Drop by tablespoonfuls into deep fat 
hot enough to smoke slightly. 
Cook 
three or four minutes until a delicate 
brown, turning once. 
Drain on paper 
and serve hot. 


Beef Souffle.—This is a good emer- 
gejQcy dish, as it may be made from 
a cupful of finely jninced veal, chick- 
en, beef or any meat on hand. 
MaUe 
a cupful of white sauce in the ordinary 
way, with a tablespoonful of 
butter 
and one of flour ijooked together and a 
cupful of milk; 
season it highly with 
salt, pepper, chopped parsley or sweet 
herbs, or whatever seasoning is pre- 
ferred; 
mix the meat well with the 
sauce over the fire and then add the 
beaten yolks of two eggs; 
wljen cool, 
stir in the whites of eggs beaten to a 
stiff froth; 
turn in a buttered dish, 
and bake thirty minutes or until firm, 
Uien serve very quickly. 


Durning Oft Paint Makes Insuranc« 


Void. 


^ Tt sooms that coualdorablo dang^^r 
to property exists in the prartice of 
burning off old paint before re-paint- 
ing. 
Tho question has long been a 
subject of debate 
In tho 
tochnical 
journalB, and now housc-holdors and 
tho newspapers havo begun to discuss 
it 
Those of us who. with trembling, 
have watched tho painteri blow a 
fiery blast from their lamps against 
our houies. and hav« looked sadly at 
the sise of our painting bill bocause 
of tho time wasted ou this prelimin- 
ary work, are interested In tho in- 
voatigation by tho Greenfield (Mass.) 
Qazotto 
and 
Courier, which 
glvoa 
considerable space to tho reasons for 
the practice, questions ila necessity 
and suggests ways to prevent tho risk 
of burning down one's house In order 
to got the old paint off. 
It aays* 


"Thero is a good deal of discussion 
among house-holdora as to the desir- 
ability in painting houses, of burning 
off the old paint, a practice that has 
grown 
very 
common 
of 
late 
In 
Greonfiold and elsewhere. 
Insurance 
men 
are 
strongly 
opposed 
to 
this 
method. 
It makes void 
insurance 
policies for fires caused In this man- 
ner. 
Several 
houses In Greenfield 
have gotten afire as the result of this 
method, and in some places houses 
havo burned as a result. 


'*It is undoubtedly true that when 
a house has been painted over and 
over again there comes to bo an ac- 
cumulation of paint in bunches. 
If 
UQW paint Is put on top of the^o ac- 
cumulations it Is almost sure to blis- 
ter, 
To burn it off is the quickest 
and chijapest and perhaps the surest 
method 
of getting rid of this old 
paint." 


The Gazette and 
Courier 
quotes 
certain old patrons to tho cffect that 
accumulations of paint are unneces- 
sary. 
These old-timers lay tho blamo 
partly on the painter who falls to 
brush his paint In well, partly on the 
custom of painting in damp weather 
or not allovring sufficient time for 
drying between coats, and partly to 
the use of adulterated paints Instead 
of old-fashionod linseed oil and pure 
white lead. 
Tho paper says: 


•'Many of the older house-holders 
say that If caro is taken at all these 
points, it is absolutely 
unnecessary 
to have paint burned off. 
They ad- 
vise 
that people 
who have 
houses 
painted should buy their own materi- 
als. and to have them put on by the 
day, so as to be sure to get good lead 
and oil. 
Of course the burning off 
of paint greatly Increases the cost 
of the Job." 


The trouble house-holders 
every- 
where have with paint is pretty well 
summed up by our contemporary, and 
the causes are about the same every- 
where. 
By far the most 
frequent 
cause of the necessity for the danger- 
ous practice of burning old paint is 
tho use of poor material. 
The oil 
should be pure linseed and the white 
lead should be real white lead, 
Tho 
latter Is more often tampered 
with 
than the oil. 
Earthy substances, and 
pulverized rock and quartz, are fre- 
quently used as cheapeners, to the 
groat detriment of the paint. 


Painters 
rarely 
adulterate 
white 
lead themselves and they very seldom 
use ready prepared paints—tho most 
frequent causes of paint trouble. 
But 
they do often buy adulterated white 
lead because the property owner In- 
sists on a low price and the painter 
has to economize somewhere. 
The 
suggestion Is therefore a good one 
that the property owner investigate 
the subject a little, find out tho name 
of some reliable brand of white lead, 
and see that the keg Is marked with 


that brand. 


The linseed oil is more difficult to 
be sure of, as it 1» usually sold In

be avoided. 


In regard to becoming hair dress­

rather than 
the 
quantity or quality of the hair. Color 
enters the question, too. For instance, 
fair hair is always 
prettier 
when 
fluffy, looking, dark hair more attrac­

In regard to a becoming style, this 
will depend upon whether your face 
is oval or round, fat or thin.

JAPAN AS MAKER OF MATCHES. 


One Effort of Mikado's Government in 
Which It Stubbed Its Toe. 


Sometimes the 
Japanese 
govern­ 
ment does not proceed along its chos­ 
en path without stubbing its toes. One 
of its cherished designs is to add to 
ate lucrative business 
the 
exclusive 
manufacture of matches. This is quite 
in line with the rest, for the match 
industry is one of the sprouts of gov­ 
ernment culture, and speaking gener­ 
ally the government policy seems to 
be that as soon as an industry begins 
to make profit from sales abroad, that 
industry is to be added to the govern­ 
ment’s enterprises. Accordingly, a bill 
was prepared two years ago for the 
taking over of all the match factories. 


As I have tried to point out before, 
the battle between private gain and 
the common good is world-wide. 
In 
Japan the influences corresponding to 
our Rockefellers 
and 
Morgans 
are 
chiefly comprised in the great Mitsui 
family. 
The Mitsuis own banks, rail­ 
roads, factories. 
They were heavily 
interested in the match business, but 
did not relish the prospective loss of 
its rich profits. Moreover, in common 
with other great families and inter­ 
ests, thejr regarded the government's 
intrusion into trade as revolutionary, 
fraught with peril to the better class­ 
es, and not to be endured by those 
to whom Providence in its wisdom had 
entrusted the property interests of the 
country, 
So they brought certain in­ 
fluences to bear upon the 1 national 
house of representatives and defeated 
the match bill. 
It was like America; 
experienced Americans watching the 
progress of the bill almost fancied they 
were at home. 


The government was defeated, and 
the match bill was dropped. 
But the 
Japanese are patient; they can always 
wait. 
The match bill is coming up 
again before long, and this time it will 
pass. 
This is not a government that 
must needs twice learn its ¡lessons, It 
had its lesson about matches and ilie 
Mitsuis. 
Consequently it is pow pro­ 
ceeding in a way to eliminate the Mit­ 
suis 
from 
its 
future 
problems.—

it to remain on the article until it is

To Save Tender Fingerm. 


The housewife often wants to put 
somewhere a screw-eye, or small hook 
If she should be putting up a number 
of these at once, or even one into very 
hard wood, she will find that her lin­ 
gers are apt to hurt. 
Not long ago I 
had a lot of this work, to do, and I 
tried using a common clothes-pin to 
expedite and make easy my work. I 
started 'the hook or screw-eye in an 
awl-liole, then slipped the clothes-pin 
“astraddle” the hook and turned it 
merrily around, and in a trice my job 
was done. I can put in six hooks 
by this method, while I would be wor­ 
rying one into place with the unaided 
work of my fingers.—Californian in 
The Epitomist. 


Washing Taffeta Ribbon, 


Almost any taffeta ribbon is washa­ 
ble, and will look fresh after each 
laundering. White ribbons and many 
of the colored ones can be washed in 
warm suds, then rinsed in clear water. 
Black satin or other black ribbons 
may be cleansed and slightly stiffened 
like new Tibbon by sponging them writh 
clear black coffee, or with water in 
which an old kid glove has been 
boiled. Delicately colored ribbons will 
not fade if washed in naphtha. Dip 
them up and down and rub them light­ 
ly between the hands until the first 
bowlful looks dark, get another supply 
and wash until clean. If the naphtha 
is poured into a bottle and left tight­ 
ly corked for a few days the dirt will 
settle to the bottom, leaving the naph­ 
tha clean and ready for use again. 


Things to Remember. 


Charcoal is valuable for many other 
purposes than that of fuel. 
Strewn 
over heaps of decomposed pelts, or 
over dead animals, it will prevent un­ 
pleasant odor. Foul water 
is puri­ 
fied by it, and if placed in shallow 
trays 
around 
apartments, 
it 
will 
sweeten offensive air. It absorbs and 
condenses gases. 


The best cure for wounds from rusty 
nails, pitchforks, etc., 
is 
beef-gall. 
Take a pint bottle to your butcher, 
get him to fill it with the fresh gall, 
cork tightly and set 
in 
the cellar. 
Bathe the wound freely and keep on 
a bandage wet with it. 


Saturate the* edges of carpets with a 
strong solution of alum water to de­ 
stroy moths. Wash the shelves with 
the same solution to destroy the black 
ants. 


For severe hemorrhage from the 
nose, try holding a cold door key in 
the middle of the gack. 


Recipes. 


Creole Dish.—Two cupfuls of well- 
cooked and seasoned rice, two cupfuls 
of canned tomatoes, half a pound of 
raw ham minced and browned in but­ 
ter; mix all together, add a dash of 
cayenne pepper, turn into well-but­ 
tered pan and bake. 


Chicken and Nut.—Into a cupfulcof 
cold minced chicken stir a half-cup of 
blanched and chopped English wal­ 
nuts. Make a white cream sauce, and 
stir the chicken and nut mixture into 
this. Stir over fire till hot; add grad­ 
ually the beaten yolks of two eggs, 
mix well and set aside to cool. Form 
into croquettes, roll in cracker crumbs 
and fry in hot lard. 


Orange Fool.—Squeeze 
the 
juice 
from half a dozen oranges, strain and 
beat up with three eggs and a pint 
of cream. 
Sweeten to taste, flavor 
with just a trifle of grated nutmeg and 
powdered cinnamon, pour into a double 
boiler or a porcelain lined saucepan 
and stir over the fire a few moments 
until thickened. Do not allow it to 
boil. Pour into a glass dish and chill. 
Serve very cold. 


Banana Fritters.—Two eggs, half a 
cupful of milk, two cupfuls of flour, 
one and a half teaspoonfuls of sugar, 
one teaspoonful pf baking powder, 
and three bananas. Separate the eggs. 
Beat the yolks, butter and sugar to­ 
gether until light. Pour in the milk. 
Beat the whites of the eggs stiff; add 
them and the flour alternately, a por­ 
tion at a time. 
When ail is used stir 
in the baking powder, and lastly the 
bananas, cut into hall’-inch blocks. 
Drop by tablespoonfuls into deep fat 
hot enough to smoke slightly. 
Cook 
three or four minutes until a delicate 
brown, turning once. Drain on paper 
and serve hot. 


Beef Souffle.—This is a good emer­ 
gency dish, as it may be made from 
a cupful of finely jninced veal, chick­ 
en, beef or any meat on hand. 
Make 
a cupful of white sauce in the ordinary 
way, with a tablespoonful of butter 
and one of flour ^ooked together and a 
cupful of milk; 
season it highly with 
salt, pepper, chopped parsley or sweet 
herbs, or whatever seasoning is pre­ 
ferred; 
mix the meat well with the 
sauce over the fire and then add the 
beaten yolks of two eggs; 
wfljen cool, 
stir in the whites of eggs beaten to a 
stifi froth; 
turn in a buttered dish, 
and hake thirty minutes or until firm, 
then serve very quickly. 


Durning Off Paint Makes Insurance 


Void. 


f 
It scorns that cousldorablo danger 
to property exists in the practice of 
burning off old paint before re-paint­ 
ing. 
Tho question has long boon a 
subject of debate in the technical 
journals, and now house-holders and 
the newspapers Imvo begun to discuss 
it 
Thoso of us who, with trembling, 
have watched tho painters blow a 
fiery blast from their lamps against 
our houses, and have looked sadly at 
the siae of our painting bill because 
of tho time wasted on this prelimin­ 
ary work, are interested in tho in­ 
vestigation by tho Greenfield (Mass.) 
Gazotte 
and 
Courier, which gives 
considerable space to tho reasons for 
the practice, questions its necessity 
and suggests ways to prevent tho risk 
of burning down one’s house in order 
to got the old paint off. 
It says* 


"There is a good deal of discussion 
among house-holders as to the desir­ 
ability in painting houses, of burning 
off the old paint, a practice that has 
grown very 
common of late 
in 
Greenfield and olsowhere. 
Insurance 
men are strongly opposed to this 
method. 
It makes void insurance 
policies for fires caused In this man­ 
ner. 
Several houses In Greenfield 
have gotten afire as the result of this 
motliod, and in somo places houses 
have burned as a result. 


“It is undoubtedly true that when 
a house has been painted over and 
over again there comes to bo an ac­ 
cumulation of paint in bunches. 
If 
now paint is put on top of thefco ac­ 
cumulations it is almost sure to blis­ 
ter. 
To burn it off is the quickest 
and cheapest and perhaps the surest 
method of getting rid of this old 
paint.” 


The Gazette and Courier quotes 
certain old patrons to tho effect that 
accumulations of paint are unneces­ 
sary. 
These old-timers lay tho blame 
partly on the painter who falls to 
brush Ills paint in well, partly on the 
custom of painting in damp weather 
or not allowing sufficient timo for 
drying between coats, and partly to 
the use of adulterated paints instead 
of old-fashioned linseed oil and pure 
white lead. 
Tho paper says: 


“Many of the older house-holders 
say that if caro is taken at all these 
points, it is absolutely unnecessary 
to have paint burned off. 
They ad­ 
vise that people who have houses 
painted should buy their own materi­ 
als, and to have them put on by the 
day, so as to be sure to get good lead 
and oil. 
Of course the burning off 
of paint greatly increases the cost 
of the Job.” 


The trouble house-holders e v e r y ­ 
where have with paint is pretty well 
summed up by our contemporary, and 
tho causes are about the same every­ 
where. 
By far the most frequent 
cause of the necessity for the danger­ 
ous practice of burning old paint is 
tho use of poor material. 
The oil 
should be pure linseed and the white 
lead should be real white lead. 
The 
latter is more often tampered with 
than the oil. Earthy substances, and 
pulverized rock and quartz, are fre­ 
quently used as cheaponers, to the 
great detriment of the paint. 


Painters rarely adulterate white 
lead themselves and they very seldom 
use ready prepared paints— tho most 
frequent causes of paint trouble. But 
they do often buy adulterated white 
lead because the property owner in­ 
sists on a low price and tho painter 
has to economize somewhere. 
The 
suggestion is therefore a good one 
that the property owner investigate 
the subject a little, find out the name 
of somo reliable brand of white lead, 
and see that the keg is marked with 
that brand. 


The linseed oil is more difficult to 
be sure of, as it is usually sold in 
bulk when the quantity is small; but 
reliable makers of linseed oil can be 
learned on inquiry and, if your dealer 
is reliable, you will get what you 
want. 


Pure white lead and linseed oil are 
so necessary to good paint that the 
little trouble necessary to get them 
well repays the house owner in dol­ 
lars and cents saved.

WHY JAPAN’S RULER 


WORSHIPED AT ISE 


• • 


Went to Report Victory to the Founder oi His 
H ouse»Indorsem eut of Shlntoism«*Venera- 
tion of Ancestors the Strongest Na­ 
tional Force in the Empire-« 
Christians Have to Al­ 
low It. 


ONDOX.—Europeans, 
and 
doubtless* Americans, also, 
have recently been puzzled 
by the peculiar importance 
which, judging from Tokio 
dispatches, has been at­ 
tached by the Japanese people to the 
visits by Admiral Togo and afterward 
by the Emperor of Japan to a certain 
temple at Iso. 
“What is the Temple 
of Ise?” people have been asking. The 
brief Tokio cablegrams have given no 
hint as to the solution of the puzzle, 
and it has remained for the Tokio 
correspondent of the New York Times 
to enlighten the West. 


It seems that the visits of Togo and 
the Mikado to Ise must be regarded 
as an official indorsement of the an­ 
cient religion of Japan, a sign that, in 
spite of all modern innovations and 
developments, the governing classes of 
the empire remain faithful to the an­ 
cient Shino belief. The Emperor went 
to the Temple of Ise in order to report 
to the “First Imperial Ancestor,” the 
founder of the dynasty, the successful 
termination of the war with Russia. 


The 
strongest national 
force 
in 
Japan, is the way the correspondent 
describes ancestor Worship. 
He re­ 
marks that it has been little talked 
of recently and has been overshadowed 
by the recent discussion of ‘^Bushido“ 
and its effects. But, he says, “Bushi­ 
do,” wonderful as its teachings and in­ 
fluences are, w*as at best but a class 
religion or ethical code. Ancestor wor­ 
ship is universal and has always be­ 
longed as much to the peasant as to 
the aristocrat. It may be said without 
any exaggeration that every Japanese 
man, every Japanese wouan. and 
every Japanese child is an ancestor 
worshiper» This applies to the Chris­ 
tian convert equally with tthe Bud­ 
dhist devotee. 
Ancestor worship, or 
more properly the veneration of an­ 
cestors, is something independent of 
religion; it does not interfere with it 
and cannot be affected by it. 
It is 
worth noting that in China the great­ 
est strides were made by the Jesuit 
Fathers in gaining converts and power 
after they had declared that ancestor 
worship was not a religion, and. there­ 
fore, need not be abandoned by the 
convert to Christianity. 


“Ancestor worship does not stop at 
the veneration of the family ancestors. 
That is but the first step, a yd there 
follow's the veneration of the 
clan 
deities, and, the highest of all, the 
veneration of the imperial ancestors. 
In this wfay there is a perfect form of 
religion for the development of the 
patriotism and loyalty of a people as 
well as of the morals of the home. 
Shintoists and Buddhists alike are all 
ancestor worshipers; the rites may 
differ slightly, but the ideas are the 
same, and in every Japanese house 
there are shrines or places devoted to 
ancestor worship. 
Ancestor worship 
suffered no bad effect from the feudal 
system. An ethical code might be im-? 
possible of comprehension by the ig­ 
norant classes under such a system, 
but every family possessed ancestors 
and could ve; orate them. 


“The Emperor, as the descendant of 
the imperial ancestors, embodying in 
himself- ail their virtues and all their 
rights and duties, is the central figure 
of the whole system of ancestor wor­ 
ship. 
Not only does he occupy that 
position, but the enormous effect of 
ancestor worship upon the loyalty of 
the people to him as its personification 
cannot be overestimated. 
With the 
Japanese each day contains some min­ 
utes set apart for active veneration of 
the imperial ancestors. This daily act 
of loyalty has been continuously prac­ 
ticed for hundreds of years. 
It is to 
this great force that the Emperor is 
appealing in ills visit to the Temple 
of the First Imperial Ancestor at Ise. 


“In connection with the worship of 
the First Imperial Ancestor there are 
three places set apart. These are ‘The 
Temple of Daijingu at Ise, the Kashi* 
kodokoro in the Sanctuary of the im ­ 
perial Palace, and the kamidana, which 
Is to be found in every bouse.* In the 
first twro places the Imperial Ancestor 
is represented by a Divine Mirror, 
The mirror wTas given to the First Im­ 
perial Ancestor, so'tradition says, ’ac­ 
companied by the injunction that her 
descendants should look upon that mir­ 
ror as representing her soul and should 
worship it as herself/ Originally the 
Divine Mirror was worshiped at the 
Imperial Palace, but was later re­ 
moved to the temple at Ise, its place 
being taken by a duplicate. 


••Although all the people worship the 
First Imperial Ancestor at home, they 
look upon it as a necessity to visit the 
temple at Ise at least «nee during a 
tifetime. It is to the Japanese people 
very much what Mecca is to the Mo- 
bamuiedans. 
From the temple at Ite 


raidates out the system of ancestor 
worship which finds a place in every 
home in the land. 
The two sacred 
places in every Japanese house, says 
Prof. Nobushige Hozumi, are the Ka­ 
midana or ‘god-sheir and the Butsu- 
dan or ‘Buddhist altar.’ 
The first- 
named is a Shinto altar, which is a 
plain wooden shelf. 
In the centre of 
this sacred shelf is placed a Talma or 
O-nusa (great offerings), which is a 
part of the offerings made to the Dai- 
jiugu of Ise, or the temple dedicated 
to Amater-asu Omi-Kami, the First Im­ 
perial Ancestor. 


The Taima is distributed from the 
Temple of Ise to every house in the 
empire at the end of each year and 
worshiped by every 
loyal Japanese 
as the representation of the First Im­ 
perial Ancestor. On this altar the of­ 
fering of rice, sake and branches of 
saleaki 
tree 
(chyera 
Japanica) 
are , 
usually placed, and every morning the 4 
members of the household make rev­ 
erential obeisance before it by clapping 
hands and bowing; while in the even­ 
ing lights are placed on the shelf. On 
this shelf is placed in addition the 
charm of Ujigama, or the local tutelary 
god of the family, and, in many houses, 
the charms of the other Shinto deities, 
also. 


“In the Shinto household there is a 
second shelf-god or Kamidana, wiiich 
is dedicated exclusively to the worship 
of tlie ancestors of the house. On this 
second shelf áre placed cenotaphs bear­ 
ing the names of the ancestors, their . 
ages and the dates of their death. 
These memorial tablets are called ‘Mi- 
tama-shieo,’ meaning 'representatives 
of souls.’ and they are usually placed 
in small boxes shaped like Shinto 
shrines. 
Offerings of rice, sake, fish, 
sakaki tree and lamps are made on 
this second shelf as on the first. 
In 
the Buddhist household there is, in ad­ 
dition to the Kamidana, a Butsudan, 
on wiiich are placed cenotaphs bearing 
on the front posthumous Buddhist 
names, and on the back the names used 
by the ancestors dnriw.er thoir u ltim o 
Offerings of flowers, branches of shl- 
kimi tree (Illicium religiosuin), tea, 
rice and other vegetable foods are 
usually placed before the cenotaphs, 
wiiile incense is continually burned, 
and in the evening small lamps are 
lighted. The Butsudan takes the place 
of the second god-sheJf of the Shinto 
household, both being dedicated to the 
worship of family ancestors. 


“Every household m Japan has defi­ 
nitely stated occasions lor the worship 
of ancestors. 
There are the sacrifice 
days, wiiich arc the days in each month 1 
corresponding to the day of the ances­ 
tor’s death; the sacrifice months, which 
are the days of the month correspond­ 
ing to the day and month of an ances­ 
tor’s death; and the sacrifice years, 
wiiich are the certain years in wiiich 
on a day of the month corresponding 
to the death of an ancestor celebra­ 
tions may be held. Participation in the 
ceremonies is generally limited to the- 
members of the family and near rela­ 
tives, but occasionally larger festivals 
are hold, at which Shintoists and Bud­ 
dhist priests officiate either in a private 
house or in a Buddhist temple.”

TRICKS WITH COINS. 


On the edge of one face of a eoia 
make a very small notch, so that a 
little point of metal projects. 
The 
notch must bo very minute, so as to 
be imperceptible to the eye. 


Now spin the coin, and if, as it be­ 
gins to settle down, the notched face 
is downward, it will fall rather sud­ 
denly, instead of gradually, as it will 
if the other face is downward. There 
will be, therefore, a ^difference in the 
sound made by the coin as it spins 
and falls, and a little practice will en­ 
able you to tell which side is down­ 
ward by that sound. 


The suecos?? of all tricks, you know, 
depends oir their secrecy, and it must 
not bo known, therefore, that you have 
notched the coin. 
When you have 
learned to recognize the difference in 
MHind in the fall of the coin, you are 
ready for your trick, which is to tell 
blindfolded which 
face is upward 
when tho coin has been spun. 
Of 
course, you must remember which 
face has been notched; if the head, 
then, if the coin fall suddenly, the tall 
is upward. 


To rub one coin into two is another 
trick that may be easily performed. 
With a little wax attach a penny to 
fhe under part of a table, near the 
edge; of course no one should see you 
do this. 
Then ask some one to lend 
you a penny, and having laid it near 
the edge of the table, rub it swiftly 
along the 'edge with the ball of your 
thumb. 
This will bring your fingers 
underneath the table, and at any time 
you wish you can take the penny from 
under the table, and add k to the other 
one. 


Another neat Iittl'o trick is done with 
(he help of a goblet of water. 
Fill 
the goblet to the brim, and ask the 
company to guess how many coins you 
can drop into the water without mak­ 
ing it run over the edge of the goblet 
Not one of them, perhaps, will guess 
enough, and you will be surprised, 
yourself, at the number, if you drop 
them in very carefully, in a vertical 
position. 


Still another pretty trick is to make 
a coin appear under either of tw# 
cards, according to tlie desire of your 
audience. 
Prepare beforehand two 
coins, each slightly waxed on one side. 
Now ask some one for a similar coin, 
and without letting anybody see the 
waxed ones, exchange one of them for 
the borrowed one, and place it on the 
table, waxed side up. 


Take two cards at random from a 
pack, and hold them in your hand with 
the other waxed coin es that It will 
stick to the under card. Now lay that 
card carefully on the table near the 
other coin. 
Place the second card 
over the first waxed coin so that every 
one sees you press it down slightly, 
and you will have a waxed coin stick­ 
ing to the under surface of each card, 


You can now make the coin appear 
under either card that your audience 
names by bending the card slightly 
upward In lifting it, for then .the col®

will not stick. Otherwise it will, and 
your audience will think it is one coin 
that you make pass from under one 
card to the other, at your pleasure.— 
New York Evening Mail.
